REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1-15 patentably define over the reference of Hallsten (US 6,255,102) because 
"The '102 patent does not show or discuss forming a flow distribution channel space beneath the 
series of modules, and the patent most certainly does not disclose or suggest the flow distribution 
platform modules having adjustable means for closing, to a degree as desired, the flow channel 
space at each platform module. The patent shows fixed vanes that are not adjustable as to 
opening or closing (although they may be adjusted orientationally prior to completion of the 
assembly). In many of the spaces, as shown in Figure 2 of the patent, the vanes are positioned on 
legs that are widely spaced apart, so that the space between the vanes is left in a very open 
condition, not closable in any sense." (See pages 13-14 of Applicant's remarks filed 1/7/2008).
